A SECOND JOB. 


The Misfortunes of Prof Coenen 
and His Family. 

The bad luck of Prof. F. J. Coenen, 
for whose benefit a concert was given 
last Wednesday night, will soon be 
proverbial.

The litt little fellow ran screaming into 
the house. While the boy’s mother 
was caring for the little sufferer his 
elder brother, a boy of 12 years, pro- 
cured a coal-oil can and poured kero- 
sone all over the ant hills in the yard 
and then set fire to them, intending to 
destroy the pests. The mother in the 
mean time had disrobed the younger 
boy, and while she was engaged in t 
ing to remove the ants from his cloth- 
ing, he went out into the yard to watch 
his brother destroy the ants. Sud- 
denly there was a loud explosion, and 


the flames from the burning oil were 
scattered all over the r little fellow.

FIVE NEW SOALE BUGS 


They Were Imported from Brazil— 
Prompt Measures, 

Thomas Weiss, one of the horticul- 
tural inspectors in this city, exhibited 
in the Times office last evening some 
leaves and branches of palm and other 
trees with five new varieties of scale 
insects which were recently discovered 
in a local nursery. The pests were 
imported with some plants from Brazil 
eight months ago, and have had time 
to pretty effectually infest the stock. 
By order of the Horticultural Com- 
missioners the infested plants and 
shrubs were destroyed, and the nur- 
has been quarantined to make 
sure that the extermination is com- 
plete. Unfortunately about a dozen 
young paim trees were sold out of the 
nursery before the parasites were dis- 
covered.. It will be well for people 
who have recently purchased such 
stock to examine it carefully, aud if 
they find it infested with scale to 
destroy it at once. 
Prof, D. W. Coquillett, who ex- 
amined the new parasites, classifies 
them as follows: Hemispherica! scale 
(Lacanium hemisphericum), Camellia 
scale (Fiorinia camellie) and an un- 
determined species, each of Lacanium, 
—— and Dactylopius. 

hese are said to be very destructive 
scales, and it is hoped that the prompt 
action of the authorities will result in 
stamping them out.

MEETING OF. THE OITIZENS 
COMMITTEE LAST EVENING. 


* 


They Enlarge the Committee and 
Provide for Ward Meetings to 
Awaken an Interest in the Sub- 
ject—A Big Lot of Trees Going 
a-Begging. 


The meeting of the citizens’ com- 
mittee ef 30, appointed by the Mayor 
at the meeting of the Park Commission 
Friday night, to devise ways and 
means for raising funds to assist the 
unemployed by furnishing work in the 
parks, did not pan out very well last 
night so far as numbers were con- 
cerned. At 8 o’clock only Mayor Haz- 
ard and Drs. Bryant and Hagan and 
George Fellers with the reporters were 
present. Twenty minutes later, how- 
ever, ex-Mayor W. H. Workman, E. 
H. Workman, E. E. Bowles and Joseph 
Mesmer came in, when the meeting 
was at once called to order, the Mayor 
stating the object, and saying that the 
Park Commission had been offered 
60,000 trees by Abbot Kinney, which 
they were unable go take, owing to lack 
of funds, and if @oney could be raised 
work could be furnished for worthy 
unemployed men, and at the same time 
the trees would be saved to the yeons. 

Ex-Mayor Workman then gave his 
experience and that of Mr. Mesmer in 
canvassing during the past week. He 
said that they had been atound solic- 
iting, and found quite a number of 
merchants who were willing to con- 
tribute if they thought it would do 
any good; that is, if they thought thé 
men already here would get the money, 
and others would not come from San 
Francisco aud other places when they 
heard that there was a movement of 
this kind on foot. He had been told 
that there wus a large number of out- 
side workmen coming to Los Angeles 
inthe hope of getting work. on the 
sewers, and he wanted to know if this 
was true. 

Mr. Fellers stated that it was, but 
no list of these outsiders was being 
kept, and that only those who live in 
Los Angeles and have families to sup- 
port are being given employment. 

Mayor Hazard thought that sume- 
thing should be done at once, as every 
day that the laboring man stands 
around idle is a dead loss to the com- 
munity that could not be replaced. 
He thought that if the commission 
could get $1000 the trees could be 
taken care of. 

Mr. Mesmer thought thatthe com- 
mittee is too small, and should be in- 
creased from 30 to 100. He suggested 
a number of names that he thought 
would strengthen it, and was certain 
that if a systematic canvass is made at 
least one thousand dollars in cash and 
several thousand days’ employment 
could be secured. The business -

John C. Fremont. 

Los ANGELES, March 26.—[To the 
Editor of THe Times.| All the peo- 
ple of this country are perforce inter- 
ested in Gen. Fremont; and pecu- 
liarly interested in him are, or should 
be, all the people of California. For 
50 years he has been prominent in the 
Nation, as soldier, explorer, states- 
man and commander—and during so 
much of the passing century, that is 
full of great Americans and mighty 
events; bis name has not been without 
power and glory. | 

Business in which Gen. Fremont’s 
name appears before Congress, busi- 
ness concluded in one house and pend- 
ing in the other, has served to revive 
intense interest in some quarters, and 
general interest in every quarter, in 
this brave, gentle and accomplished 
old gentleman, Reference is here 
made, of course, to the, bill that has 
passed the lower house of Congress, 
and, we feel sure, only awaits the con- 
venience of the Senators to pass it 
through the upper house, authorizing 
the President to appoint and retire 
Gen. Fremont as a major-general in 


the United States army. This 
tardy piece of legislation is, now 
that it is about as good as 


performed, is found to be as welcome 
to the country at large as it is to the 
family and immediate friends of the 
beneficiary of it. Wesay tardy legis- 
lation, and advisedly, for tive years 
ago the Military Committee of the 
Senate agreed to a bill of the like ef- 
fect, and ordered it reported. Owing 
to an accident this was not done. It 
is not possible that any oversight of 
the present measure will occur to de- 
feat its very early passage. 

We have before us the Congressional 
Record of date March 15th, which con- 
tains a report of the speeches and votes 
on this bill in committee of the whole 
in the House. There was no excite- 
ment, because there was no doubt, but 
a more animated scene is seldom wit- 
nessed except on i gag of the 
very highest national importance. 
Thanks to the penurious proposal to 
amend, made by Kilgore of Texas, 
several of the ablest members were 
prompted to take part in the discussion, 
and some extremely eloquent speeches 
were delivered. Mr. Spinola, Dem- 
ocrat from New York, disinterestedly 
and nobly championed the bill. “He 
was ably assisted by Mr. Cutcheon of 
Michigan. The Democrat of Texas 
was answered by a Democrat of Mis- 
souri—Mr. Mansur. This gentleman 


married John C Fremont,” and he 
went on to speak of Old Bullion of 
Missouri and of the Great American 
Republic. Hesaid: “It was Benton, 
the great Missourian, who pointed the 
way to the West and exclaimed. 
‘There lies India; there lies the East.’ 
And.“ he pursued, I would say to my 
Democratic friends that John C. Fie- 
mont, when be led his force past the 
Rocky Mountains when he went to 
California, where as military Governor 
he ruled there; when he led the wey to 
the treaties that gave us all that Mex. 
ican region, he added to this country 
nearly one-half its area.

A PUEBLO FAIRY STORY 


SERIOUS END OF THE MAN WHO 
DIDN'T KEEP SUNDAY, 


While His Good Friend Got an

Saving at the Spigot.— Ok course I 
believe in an economical government, 
and in absolute retrenchment when it 
becomes necessary,“ remarked a heavy 
taxpayer near the corner of Spring 
and First streets yesterday, but there 
is such a thing as cutting it too fine, as 
has been the case in several instances 
by the City Council. For instance, the 
cutting off of the supply of ice water 
in the various offices in the wy Hall 
was a small matter fora city the size 
of Los Angeles, and the . unfavorable 
comment it causes costs the people 
a great deal more than would supply 
the entire city with ice water. Then, 
too, iu the matter of street-sprinkling. 
There should be more of it, for the in- 
convenience to Visitors driving through 
dusty streets works against the city, to 
Bay nothing of the actual money loss 
to citizens from injury to goods in 
stores and clothes on their backs, 
which would aggregate around sum in 
the course of 12 months. There are 
other kicks, of course, but these will 
suffice for the present. 

Workfor the Unemployed.—**'Che mat- 
ter of furnishing work for unemployed 
Jaboring men in this city is quite a seri- 
ous matter,” remarked a well-kuown 
Spring-street merchant yesterday af- 
ternoon, and should receive more at- 
tention than it does. There is a great 
deal more suffering here than people 
generally have any idea of, and the 
Condition of some families is really de- 
orable. Los Angeles is different 
om most cities, and the avenues of 

ployment for labor are limited. In 
fact the field for common 
laborers is almost entirely restricted 
to public work, street grading, etc., 
and since the retrenchment era set in 
uite a number of men have been 
rown out ot work. ‘The situation is 
made worse from the policy which pre- 
vails, to a large extent, among the con- 
tractors in this section, of employing 
men, with the provision that they 
board in the camps, the usual rate be- 
ing $1 per day and board. This is vir- 
tually prohibitive, so far as men ot 
families are concerned, as it gives him 
but $6 a week for their support, 
whereas if he could live at home he 
would get at least $9, and the addi- 
tional expense of feeding himself 
would hardiy be missed. Yes, I think 
the present is a good time to ‘make 
work’ by public subscriptions, to tide 
over matters until the sewer work is 
commenced at least.“ 

The Country Justices.— The ignor- 
ance displayed by some of the country 
justices of the peace in Los Angeles 
county,“ remarked an attorney to a 
TIMES reporter „deserves 
some recognition at the hands of the 
proper authorities.

The undersigned respectfully remon- 
strates against granting unqualified exten- 
sion of franchise, or exclusive privileges to 
any electric-lighting company, for the fol- 
luwing reasons: 
First—Electrie lighting is in its infancy, 
and has a future which will affect 
interests and impose duties which cannot 
now be anticipated. 

Second—lIt involves danger to life and 
property so great as to require constant su- 
pervision and absolute municipal control. 
Third—It is probable that the cost of 
electric lighting to a company in Pasaden 
within five yea with improvements an 
cheaper fuel, will be only one-half Its pres- 
ent cost. 
Fourth — The city will probably be able, 
by that time, according to the experience of 
eastern cities, to light its own streots at 
halt the cost for which any company would 
wish to light them, thus reducing the pres- 
ent costtothe city to about one-fourth, 
within a very few years. 

Fifth—The city cannot safely part with 
its absolute control over the electric poles, 
the conducting wires, the insulators and at- 
tachments, the transformers or converters, 
and over the strength and character of the 
current. Neither, at present, ought any 
franchise to be granted, not immediately re- 
vocable, for the use of the streets for elec- 
tric currents of high tension, whether car- 
ried above or under ground. 

Sixth—The abSence of control by the city 
of electric lighting may influence unfavora- 
bly rates of fire insurance in future years.

As Col. Rusk saluted 
the General, the latter said: “I have 
sent for you because you are the only 
man in this army or any other army 
that I ever saw who could ride further 
into hell than I can, and I want you

J thank you,” saia Col. Rusk, but 
I can’t do that, as I never drink.“ 

“You don’t! Well I should like to 
know how a man can ride so far into 
hell without taking a drink. Do you 
eat?“ 

“Certainly I do.“ said Col. Rusk, 
and I have not had a bite since moru- 
ing.“ The two then ate together, and 
their friendship continued until 
Mower’s death. 

The story of how Rusk, as Governor 
of Wisconsin, quelled the mob in Mil- 
waukee by ordering the troops to fire 
low and fire to kill is well known, and, 
as I looked at him in the Ebbitt House 
last night, the incident of his wrestling 
match with James A. Garfield came to 
me and I resol ved to settle the ques.

Gov. Rusk makes a very efficient 
Secretary of Agriculture. He gets 
down to the department at about 9 
o’clock evéry morning, dictates what 
shall be done with his mail and re- 
mains here attending to business until 
He possesses good executive ability 
and has a wonderful memory. As an 
instance of this, last spring a Senator 
submitted about fifteen pages of 
manuscript containing a ques- 
tion which the department could 
not then answer. In the letter ac- 
companying the manuscript the 
Senator asked that the paper be re- 
turned tohim when the department 
was through with it. A few weeks 
ago the question was settled, and the 
answer to the Senator was written and 
submitted to the Secretary. As he 
looked over it he said: This is all 
right, but you have forgotten to say 
anything about returning the papers.“ 
He had dealt with thousands of ques- 
tions in the mean time, and this re- 
quest of the Senator’s had stuck fast 
in his memory. He bas the power of 
getting at the meat of a question in a 
moment. Hecan look through a case 
and size it up quickly, and he is not 
afraid to say what he thinks. 

One of his prominent traits is 
that which Lincoln possessed to such a 
degree, of having a story to fit every 
occasion, and an anecdote for every 
illustration. During the last few 
weeks there has been considerable dis- 
cussion between the wool-growers and 
the wool manufacturers, ana S. F. D.

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STAGE AMATEURS. . 


SOCIETY SLAVES WHO SING 
AND RECITE, 


“Clever” Method of Living by 
the Labor of Ochers—The “ Man- 
ager of Amateurs” and His Fa- 
vorite “Racket.” 


A 


That book of characters, The Slaves 
of Paris,” admirably illustrates the 
| Manner in which “clever’’ people live 
in that city of slavery and luxury. 
The woman of fashion is the slave of 
the milliner and the dressmaker; the 
spendtbrift son of the millionaire is 
the slave of the usurer; and the weak 
man of faults is the slave of the black- 
mailer. Theslave of fashion exceeds 
the limits of her “pin-money”’ allow- 
ance, gets in debt to the milliner, and 
is her slave—often resorting to dishon- 
orable means to liquidate the debt in 
order to prevent exposure by the bill 
being sent tothe husband; the young 
spendthrift resorts to forgery or other 
crimes for similar reasons; and the 
man of faults submits to continual 
blackmail by ple worse than him- 
self. It also illustrates another class 
of people who live upon the labor 
of others simply by clever“ manage- 
ment: Self-styled leaders of fashion 
become wealthy from fees charged for 
introducing others into the ‘‘swim;”’ 
and the vanity of the credulous is 
played upon in various other ways for 
more than itis worth. Between those 
who live upon the fears of people, and 
those who live upon their credulity, 
there is very little difference—except- 
ing that the law takes cognizance of 
the one and not ofthe other. Those 
who wish to shine in society or in pub- 
lic life are shining marks for these 
shrewd people of clever ideas. Per- 
haps there isnot a more verdant field 
for this class of work than that of ‘‘as- 
piring talent.” In New York 
city the Delsartean system. 
of  elocution is the atest 
craze, and it develops another feature 
of slave life in a great city. The pu- 
pils of this Delsartean school are 
mainly ‘‘society” people of wealth or 
in easy financial circumstances, and in 
addition to the enormous tuition fee, 
are required to play at one of the 


quired. This, under the pretext of 
giving the crazy amateurs the requisite 
ameunt of stage coaching. But, as 
these society amateurs only serve as 
‘“‘supers,’’ they get very little stage ex- 
perience. Theatrical managers prefer 
them for two reasons—their services 
cost nothing and they draw better than 
the poor-paid — oi These society 
amateurs would hotly spurn the offer 
to go upon the stage as ‘‘supers,’’ yet 
they do that very thing under the dis- 
guise of stage training.“ And, worse 
still, their Delsartean professor receives 
ay for their services as ‘‘supers.”’ 
or instance, a theatrical manager is 
putting on “a society drama.” He 
will send word to the teachers of these 
amateurs that a stated number are 
wanted to “fill in,” that they must be 
„good dressers,’ etc. The teacher 
receives on an average $1 per night 
for each of these amateurs furnished, 
they receive nothing, and do not even 
get their names in the newspapers, and 
the poor shop-girl and underpaid clerk 
are thus deprived of this extra work. 
This system of living upon the work 
of willing slaves is exemplifiedin a 
smaller scale in the lesser cities. The 
amateur stage craze exists every where. 
It is as pronounced in Los Angeles, 
proportionately, as it is in Gotham; 
and the slaves are just as easily 
worked. For instance, a man who 
wishes to live without laboring, will 
organize a ‘“‘sosiety,’’ no matter what 
it is or for what purpose, so long as it 
is a society or association. He will de- 
cide upon an entertainment.“ con- 
sisting of recitations, readings, musi- 
cal selections, tableaux, trapeze per- 
formances and a general combination 
of any and everything. The young 
society lady is ready and willing to 
sing at any time, in order to. get her 
name in the newspapers, and the lady 
who has the stage-fever is ready to 
“elocute”’ on the slightest provocation, 
and the society swell, who poses as a 
“masher” among the ladies, would 
even pay for the 32 of appearing 
on the stage. The amateur manager, 
or manager of amateurs,“ takes ad- 
vantage of this large soft spot in hu- 
man nature, and then proceeds to work 
the newspapers. But, in this latter 
instance, he resorts to the sympath 
dodge. He writes his own notices an 
criticisms, and asks that they be 
printed gratis, because itis an amateur 
entértainment, omitting to state that 
there is no amateur business about the 
box-office — that an admission fee is 
charged.
